Market bomb leaves 30 dead 
as Iraqi tensions rise further 

BAGHDAD I Roadside bombs killed eight 
American soldiers in separate attacks Sunday 
in Diyala province and Baghdad, and a car 
bomb claimed 30 more lives in a wholesale 
food market in a part of the Iraqi capital 
where sectarian tensions are on the rise. 

In all, at least 95 
Iraqis were killed or 
found dead nationwide 
Sunday, police report- 
ed. They included 12 
policemen in Samarra, 
among them the city’s 
police chief, who died 
when Sunni insurgents 
launched a suicide car 
bombing and other 
attacks on police head- 
quarters. 

The deadliest attack 
against U.S. forces occurred in Diyala, where 
six U.S. soldiers and a European journalist 
were killed when a massive bomb destroyed 
their vehicle, the U.S. military said. Two U.S. 
soldiers were wounded, the military said. 

Two other American soldiers died Sunday 
in separate bombings in Baghdad. 

The military Sunday also reported three 
other deaths — two Marines in a blast Sunday 
in Anbar province and a soldier who died 
Sunday in a non- combat incident in north- 
ern Iraq, robert h. reid (ap)

Kansas Rescuers Dig for Survivors 


Officials not sure how 
many are missing in 
town hit by tornados 

GREENSBURG, KAN. | Rescue work- 
ers on Sunday searched for anyone 
still buried in the heaps of splin- 
tered wreckage left after a mas- 
sive tornado obliterated most of 
this Kansas town. 

At least 10 people were known 
dead from weekend storms — 
eight in the Greensburg area and 
two others elsewhere in Kansas 
— one Friday night and another 
in violent weather late Saturday, 
state officials said. 

Amid the destruction, rescue 
workers and officials held out hope 
the death toll wouldn’t rise and that 
they can rebuild their town, from 
replacing the destroyed churches 
down to the town’s fire engines. 

“At this point, it’s still a search

and rescue mission,” Kansas state 
trooper Ronald Knoefel said. “We 
don’t want to give up hope.” 


Search teams used trained dogs 
to sniff for bodies and used their 
hands and heavy equipment to clear 


away the rubble, but officials did 
not know how many people might 
still be missing. 

National Guard engineers were 
assigned to help with the search. 
“Some of the rubble is just so deep,’' 
Bunting said. “That’s really what 
our problem is.” 

The National Weather Service 
classified the Friday night tornado 
as an F-5, the highest category on 
its scale. The weather service said 
it had wind estimated at 205 mph, 
and carved a track 1.7 miles wide 
and 22 miles long. 

Tree trunks stood bare in 
Greensburg, stripped of most of 
their branches. All the churches 
were destroyed. Every business on 
Main Street was demolished. The 
town’s fire engines were crushed. 

Greensburg Administrator Steve 
Hewitt, who lost his home, estimat- 
ed 95 percent of the town of 1,500

Gas Prices Hit New Nationwide High 


Fuel averaging $3.07 
a gallon in U.S. due to 
refinery problems 

CAMARILLO, CALIF. I Gasoline prices 
have surged to a record nationwide 
average of $3.07 per gallon, near- 
ly 20 cents higher than two weeks 
earlier, oil industry analyst Trilby 
Lundberg said Sunday. 

The previous record was $3.03 



Gas prices have soared to an average 
of more than $3 per gallon in the U.S. 


per gallon on Aug. 11, 2006. 

Just two weeks ago, the U.S. 
average for a gallon of gas was 
$2.87, but the Lundberg Survey of 
7,000 stations nationwide on Friday 
showed an increase of about 19.5 
cents to $3.07. That’s up 88.4 cents 
since Jan. 19, Lundberg said. 

The nationwide average for mid- 
grade gasoline was $3.18 and pre- 
mium was $3.28. 

The recent increases are due 


mostly to refinery problems, Lun- 
dberg said, noting there have been at 
least a dozen additional partial shut- 
downs in the U.S. and internation- 
ally that cut refining capacity. 

The outages have been reflected 
in weekly government data, which 
have shown gasoline inventories 
falling during a season when most 
analysts think they should be rising. 
Summer driving begins Memorial 
Day weekend, and analysts worry 
refineries won’t be producing 
enough gasoline by then to meet 
demand, (ap)

GOP War Support 
Could Fluctuate 


Boehner says Congress 
will want to see results 
from troop increase 

WASHINGTON I The House Repub- 
lican leader said Sunday that GOP 
support could waver if President 
Bush’s Iraq war policy does not 
succeed by the fall. 

House Minority Leader John 
Boehner, R-Ohio, said Bush’s 
troop increase deserves a chance 
and should be funded even if bench- 
marks for success are not met. Last 
week, Bush vetoed a $124 billion bill 
to pay for Iraq and Afghanistan. 

“We don’t even have all of the 
30,000 additional troops in Iraq yet, 
so we’re supporting the president. 
We want this plan to have a chance 
of succeeding,” Boehner said. 


“Over the course of the next three 
to four months, we’ll have some idea 
how well the plan’s working. Early 
signs are indicating there is clear- 
ly some success on a number of 
fronts,” he said. 

But, he added, “By the time we 
get to September or October, mem- 
bers are going to want to know how 
well this is working, and if it isn’t, 
what’s Plan B.” 

Thus far. Republicans have stood 
behind the president’s increasingly 
unpopular war policies. 

Yet Boehner’s comments were 
an acknowledgment of the con- 
cern expressed by some lawmak- 
ers in private that their support 
could further damage the Repub- 
lican Party, which lost control of 
Congress in the November elec- 
tions. (AP)

France Elects Sarkozy as President 


Conservative wins 
decisive runoff victory 
over Socialist Royal 

PARIS I Nicolas Sarkozy, the reform- 
minded son of a Hungarian immi- 
grant, was elected French president 
Sunday, winning a clear mandate 
to reinvigorate a sluggish France by 
overhauling a restrictive economic 
system many believe can no longer 
thrive in an age of globalization. 

Sarkozy’s convincing victory over 
Socialist Segolene Royal — by 53 to 
47 percent, according to near-total 
results — promised to chart a new 
course for France: Sarkozy is friend- 
ly toward the U.S., has staked out 
a tough stance against crime and 
on immigration, and seems more 
sincere in his quest for free markets 
than any leader France has had in 
generations. 

“The people of France have 
chosen change,” Sarkozy said in a 
victory speech that sketched out a 
stronger French role in solving the 
world’s problems. 

Aware of the fears his words and 
plans inspire in many voters, Sar- 
kozy pledged to be president “of all 
the French, without exception.” 

Sarkozy, 52, inherits a nation 
that appears to be losing faith in

itself, paralyzed by worries over 
globalization, bitterness at Amer- 
ican dominance and its own dimin- 
ished impact on world events, and 
saddled with tensions in impover- 
ished, immigrant-heavy suburbs 
that exploded in riots in 2005. 

Voters turned out in massive 
numbers in rejecting Royal’s gen- 
tler vision of France that would have 
preserved more of the welfare pro- 
tections the French hold dear but 
that many say cannot survive in a 
globalized age, including a much- 
debated 35 -hour work week. 

Conceding minutes after polls 
closed. Royal said her campaign 
had launched a “profound renew- 
al of political life, of its methods 
and of the left. . . . What we tried to 
do for France will bear fruit, I am

Turkey’s Gul Withdraws Candidacy 


Move quells political 
struggle, opens door 
to parliamentary poll 

ANKARA, TURKEY I The Islamic-root- 
ed government suffered another set- 
back Sunday when Parliament failed 
again to reach a quorum to elect its 
presidential candidate in an ongoing 
rift between the ruling party and 
the secular establishment. 

Foreign Minister Abdullah 
Gul, a close ally of the prime min- 
ister, withdrew from the presiden- 
tial race Sunday — a sign that the 
government was giving up efforts 
to push Gul’s candidacy through 
Parliament in defiance of strong 
secularist opposition. 

“Parliament is deadlocked,” Gul

said after the parliamentary ses- 
sion Sunday. “The correct thing 
now is for the people to elect” the 
new president. 

Prime Minister Recep Tayy- 
ip Erdogan, already looking to 
general elections set for July 22, 
is amending the constitution to 
open the way for the president to 


be elected by popular vote, instead 
of Parliament. 

The presidential elections have 
exposed a deepening divide between 
pro -secular groups and support- 
ers of Erdogan’s party. Secularists 
oppose Gul’s candidacy, fearing that 
Erdogan’s party will expand and 
impose religion on society. 

Turkey’s secularism is enshrined 
in the constitution and guarded by 
the judiciary and the military. 

On Sunday, Parliament needed 
two -thirds quorum to vote on Gul, 
the only candidate in the running. 
But legislators from the secular 
party, which boycotted the first 
round, stayed away Sunday as well, 
and Parliament was short of the 367 
legislators needed to press ahead

Afghan Soldier 
Kills 2 U.S. Troops 


Shooter turns weapon 
on Americans training 
prison security forces 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN | An Afghan 
soldier posted outside a notorious 
prison turned his gun on his Ameri- 
can military trainers Sunday, kill- 
ing two and injuring two more, a 
U.S. spokesman said. 

The incident at Pul-e-Charkhi 
prison, some 20 miles east of the 
capital, Kabul, came on a day 
when officials reported explo- 
sions and fighting that killed 13 
police officers and five suspected 
insurgents. 

The four American soldiers 
were working as mentors to 
Afghan troops providing exter- 
nal security for the prison, said 
Maj. Sheldon Smith, a spokesman 
for Combined Security Transition 
Command, which trains Afghan 
security forces. 

U.S. and Afghan authorities had 
opened investigations into the shoot- 
ing and were trying to determine the 
shooter’s motive. Smith said. 

“All indications are” that the 


shooter was a member of the 
Afghan National Army, the post- 
Taliban force trained mainly by the 
American military. Smith said. The 
victims were not identified. 

ANA soldiers with their embed- 
ded U.S. trainers have been deployed 
at the prison since the opening 
last month of a new high- security 
wing designed to eventually house 
Afghans released from the U.S. jail 
for terrorist suspects at Guantana- 
mo Bay, Cuba. 

The revamp is supposed to 
improve security at the jail, which 
is infamous among Afghans for tales 
of torture and appalling conditions 
dating back to communist rule in 
the 1970s. 

Since the U.S. -led invasion in 
2001 that toppled the Taliban, 
hundreds of al- Qaeda and Tal- 
iban suspects have been incarcer- 
ated there, some of whom have been 
involved in a series of deadly riots 
and breakouts. 

More than five years later, vio- 
lence is again escalating across 
Afghanistan as both insurgents and 
the military ramp up operations after 
a winter lull, fisnik abrashi (ap)

Jet’s Wreckage Found in Cameroon 


Search for missing 
Kenya Airways plane 
lasted nearly 2 days 

DOUALA, CAMEROON | The wreckage 
of a Kenya Airways jetliner miss- 
ing for nearly two days was found 
late Sunday in a dense mangrove 
forest outside Cameroon’s com- 
mercial capital, aviation officials 
said. There was no information 
about survivors. 

Dozens of rescue workers and 
journalists walking through the 
swamp at night reached the edge 
of the crash site but did not immedi- 
ately find survivors. Reporters said 
they had found only small, scattered 
pieces of wreckage before they had 
to abandon the search because of 
darkness and deep water. Teams 
said they would resume searching

at first light in hopes of finding the 
main part of the wreckage. 

The wreckage was found about 
12 miles southeast of Douala, 
along the Nairobi-bound plane’s 
flight path — more than 40 hours 
after the Boeing 737-800 lost con- 
tact with the airport and was con- 
cealed by a thick canopy of trees, 
Titus Naikuni, chief executive of 
Kenya Airways, said. 

The cause of the crash remained 
unclear late Sunday. Flight 507 had 
departed from Douala airport early 
Saturday, an hour late because of 
rain, with 105 passengers and nine 
crew members on board. 

Kenya Airways is considered one 
of the safest airlines in Africa. The 
Douala-Nairobi flight runs several 
times a week and is commonly used 
as an intermediary flight to Europe 
and the Middle East, (ap) 


Peacekeepers’ 
Plane Crashes 
In Egypt, Killing 9 

EL-NAKHL, EGYPT I A plane carry- 
ing foreign peacekeepers across the 
Sinai Desert crashed Sunday near 
a stretch of highway where it had 
tried to make an emergency land- 
ing, killing eight French soldiers and 
a Canadian, officials said. 

Capt. Mohammed Badr, a police 
officer in Sinai, said the plane went 
down 50 miles from the nearest 
major town, el-Nakhl. 

It appeared the Canadian- 
made DeHavilland DHC-6 Twin 
Otter tried to land on a highway 
but clipped a truck and crashed 
nearby, said Normand St. Pierre, 
a spokesman for the Multinational 
Force and Observers, an independent 
force created by Egypt and Israel 
to monitor their border in the Sinai 
after a 1979 peace deal, (ap)

D.C. Council is poised 
to pass a bill against 
age-based testing 

WASHINGTON | In the more than 
three decades that Giuseppe Morra 
has been navigating the streets of 
Washington in a series of convert- 
ibles, he has had just one minor 
accident, and it’s been years since 
he has gotten a ticket. 

So, Morra assumed renew- 
ing his license this year would be 
easy. But to District of Columbia 
officials, Morra’s good record was 
overshadowed by one fact: He is 80 
years old. Before the Department 
of Motor Vehicles will issue him a 
new license, he must again pass a 
road test and a written exam of 
driving rules. 

A year ago, D.C. began imposing 
what are among the nation’s most 
stringent requirements on drivers 
75 and older. 

Flooded with complaints from 
indignant drivers, the D.C. Council 


is poised to pass a bill that would 
prohibit the DMV from requir- 
ing the tests simply on the basis 
of age. 

Critics, including AAA and 
AARP, say the DMV is discrimi- 
nating against the elderly. 


“Getting older is not a walk in 
the park,” D.C. resident Tom Leary 
testified at a hearing April 30. 

“To have this additional bur- 
den imposed on our ability to move 
freely is, I think, unconscionable.”

Lorton Prison complex 
site will take new shape 
after closing in 2001 

L 0 R T 0 N , V A . I Fairfax County offi- 
cials are moving ahead with plans 
to build a museum dedicated to the 
Cold War on the site of the former 
Lorton Prison complex. 

The prison closed in 2001 and, 
a year later, was deeded to Fairfax 
County. 

County officials are now negoti- 
ating with Gary Powers, the muse- 
um’s founder and director, over 
leasing details. Powers is devel- 


oping the museum in memory of 
his father, Francis Gary Powers, a 
pilot whose U-2 spy plane was shot 
down in I960 over the Soviet Union. 
The pilot was captured and impris- 
oned after he parachuted from the 
plane, but the Soviets allowed him 
to return to the United States in 
1962 in exchange for one of their 
captured agents. 

According to Powers, muse- 
um planners have amassed about 
$3 million in artifacts from the 
nearly five-decade struggle between 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States. The items are currently in 
storage, (ap)

Video resumes are 
the newest trend on 
the job search circuit 

EMPLOYMENT I Fallon Rechnitz set 
her video-capable digital camera on 
a stack of books. She then hit the 
record button and spoke for about 
30 seconds, instantly producing a 
video resume she plans to send to 
potential employers. 

Rechnitz is at the forefront in the 
hunt for employment. Video -resume 
services are only starting to emerge 
on the Internet, and the 22 -year- 
old Arizona State senior believes the 
visuals can give her a leg up after 
graduating this month. 

“I feel like my personality is 
what really seals the deal, and if 
they can see my personality I’d get 
a better chance of getting the job,” 
said Rechnitz, who is applying for 
news positions with television sta- 
tions in Arizona. 

The job search has come a 
long way since the days of print- 
ing resumes on high-quality linen 
paper and stuffing them in match- 
ing envelopes. Employers typical- 
ly accept electronic versions of tra- 
ditional resumes these days while 
incorporating their own research 
of applicants’ social-networking 
personal profiles. 

So to stand out, some job seek- 
ers are now turning to online ser- 
vices such as WorkBlast.com and 
ResumeBook.tv, or posting their 
clips on a video -sharing site like 
Google Inc.’s YouTube. No longer 
limited to mailing video on tape or 
a CD, they are e-mailing links to 
employers directly or adding them 
to traditional resumes. 

Many employers welcome the 
chance to see a candidate before 
committing to an interview. Lau- 
rine Sargent said she wished she had 
video clips to accompany the roughly 
60 applications she received for an 
opening at her real estate firm.

“After a while [resumes], would 
become hypnotic,” she said. “Every- 
body today knows to say the right 
things they know employers are 
looking for.” 

But Scott Erker, a senior vice pres- 
ident at the human resources con- 
sulting firm Development Dimen- 
sions International, says many video 
resumes come across like auditions 
for “American Idol.” 

“It’s almost like handing a job 
candidate a loaded gun,” Erker said. 
“You can be quite casual, when in 
fact you want to make sure you’re 
tops in professionalism.” 

However, some advocates believe 
video resumes make sense in cer- 
tain fields like broadcasting, mar- 
keting and theater — in which job 
seekers are asked to send in portfo- 
lios of past work — because a video 
resume shows how one performs in 
front of a camera. 

Nick Murphy, operations man- 
ager with WorkBlast EEC, thinks 
video resumes give employers an 
invaluable tool for recruiting. 

“It’s an opportunity to learn 
a great deal about people and 
their personality and their poten- 
tial with the company,” he said.

“Well, they 
came and got me out of Texas, and 
I can tell you it’s a privilege to be 


back,” Clemens said. “I’ll be talking 
to y’all soon.” 

Clemens, who will turn 45 in 
August, agreed to a minor league 
contract and most likely will join 
the Yankees after spending several 
weeks getting into shape. He hopes 
to be pitching in the major leagues 
by late May or June 1. 

“I’m about at playing weight right 
now,” he said. “I feel pretty good.” 

The Rocket pitched for New York 
from 1999 to 2003. He left the Yan- 
kees after the 2003 season, saying 


he was retiring, but after Andy 
Pettitte signed with the Houston 
Astros, Clemens followed his friend 
to their hometown team. 

Pettitte returned to the Yankees 
this year, and Clemens followed on 
Sunday. 

“It’s another challenge,” said Cle- 
mens, eighth on the career list with 
348 wins. “I expect to do things at 
the age of 44, 45 like I did at 25.”

Forget villians: Are 
superheroes’ women 
their real Kryptonite? 

DISTRESS I Lois Lane is in constant 
need of rescue by Superman. Bat- 
man’s various girlfriends always 
require saving. In “Spider-Man 
3,” girl next door Mary Jane once 
again is used by villains as bait for 
the web -slinging superhero, who 


also has to rescue another dam- 
sel in distress with whom he has 
a flirtation. 

Forget Kryptonite. Are women 
the real Achilles’ heel for superhe- 
roes? Would these crusaders be bet- 
ter off as loveless loners? 

“Absolutely,” said Sam Raimi, 
director of the three “Spider- 
Man” movies whose latest install- 
ment has Kirsten Dunst’s Mary Jane 
used both physically and psycho- 


logically by the bad guys to ensnare 
Tobey Maguire’s Spidey. 

“In fact, that’s the path that 
Tobey ’s character, Peter Parker, 
chose at the end of the first pic- 
ture,” when Peter decided that 
with his Spider-Man alter ego, he 
had to avoid personal intimacy to 
protect those he loved and to do his 
job well, Raimi said. “Unfortunately, 
it’s hard to live up to that ideal, and 
in the second picture, he weakened 


and wanted a life with her.” 

The third movie also features 
Spider-Man rescuing a new charac- 
ter, Gwen Stacy (Bryce Dallas How- 
ard), who sways from a skyscraper 
after a crane smashes through the 
side of the building. 

They may be eye candy for the 
audience, but these women in peril 
certainly make for a harder day at 
the office for superheroes. 

While new villains the Sand- 
man (Thomas Haden Church) and 
Venom (Topher Grace) exploit Spi- 
der-Man’s feelings for Mary Jane, 
Maguire said the hero still is better 
off with her in his life. 

“I just think they know they can 
get him that way. The villains would 
find him one way or the other. We’d 
have to create something for the vil- 
lains to get to him,” Maguire said. 

If Superman, Batman, Spider- 
Man and their superhero brethren 
were just invincible loners, without 
friends or other connections to the 
real world as they went about the 
business of rounding up bad guys, 
who would care about them? 

“In the comics, the easiest way 
to bring real life into the life of the 
hero is to give him a spouse,” said 
Avi Arad, a producer on the “Spi- 
der-Man” franchise. 

“Lois Lane and the other women, 
in the comic books, the woman is 
the other world that represents all 
of us, and she is there to support, 
she is there to demand, she is there 
to observe and to make you think of 
her as an ambassador of the rest of 
us,” said Arad. “Otherwise, there is 
never a personal story to bring all of 
us into the room.” david germain (ap)

Kidjo sings of poverty, love and 
family in French, English and the 
languages of Benin, Nigeria and 
Togo. But the foundation of Kid- 
jo’s music remains a melange of 
pop elements and African styl- 
ings that is electrifying.

Hobbit Habitat 


‘Lord of the Rings’ 
makes the giant leap 
into online gaming 

VIDEO GAME I Is “The Lord of the 
Rings Online: Shadows of Angmar” 
truly the one massively multiplayer 
online video game to rule them all? 
Only time will tell, but it’s certainly 
off to a strong start. 

After just a few weeks of explor- 
ing, this new online version of J.R.R. 
Tolkien’s fictional epic is definitely 
ripe with potential. Like other per- 
sistent online role-playing games, 
“Shadows of Angmar” is an always 
on, never-ending fantasy world. 

This particular game gives play- 
ers the chance to explore part of 
Tolkien’s massive fantasy universe 
while you make friends, defeat ene- 
mies and grow in stature to the 
highest rank of level 50. 

The first step is creating a char- 
acter, or avatar. You have four choic- 
es — human, elf, dwarf or hobbit — 
and then you can further specialize 
into one of seven class types with 
abilities to deal damage or heal, 
for example. 


As a diminutive hobbit, I chose 
the minstrel class, which has some 
interesting abilities that allow you to 
shout at enemies to damage them, as 
well as heal yourself and others. 

You can’t play as any of the 
famous characters in the books 
— imagine hundreds of overpow- 
ered Aragorn and Gandalf look- 
alikes running amok and it’s easy 
to understand why. 

There’s also no denying the simi- 
larities between this game and the 
genre’s top dog, a juggernaut known 
as “World of Warcraft.” 

“Shadows of Angmar” is the same 
general idea — players get togeth- 
er to battle monsters and complete 
quests in a social setting. 

There’s a lot of questing to do, 
and you can even form your own fel- 
lowship, but it frequently becomes 
a treadmill of repetition. 

My hobbit began his life by kill- 
ing a pack of hungry wolves — hard- 
ly a hobbit-worthy endeavor. It’s the 
same sort of “gather x number of 
items” or “kill x number of boars” 
that I’ve been doing in online games 
for years. I’m still waiting for an 
online game that realizes just how 


boring these sorts of tasks quickly 
become. Surely there has to be a 
more interesting way to advance 
my digital characters. 

There are plenty of things to like 
about “Shadows of Angmar,” too. 
The excellent graphics echo those 
found in the movies, and you’ll 
have access to some interesting 
abilities, such as playing instru- 
ments by banging out notes with 
your keyboard. 

There are two versions of the 
T-rated, Windows PC game — a 
$49.99 edition and one with a 
flimsy printed map and some other 
extras for $10 more. After the first 
free month, you have to pay a $15 
monthly subscription fee. For the 
truly committed, a one-time fee of 
$199 nets a lifetime membership. 

Despite its literary background, 
“Shadows of Angmar” doesn’t 
rewrite the rules for massively mul- 
tiplayer online games and instead 
sticks to the same safe, proven for- 
mula. It does, however, deliver a rich 
world that stays mostly true to Tolk- 
ien’s vision. That’s probably going 
to be enough for fans of the

75-year-old may be 
the first black woman 
to visit the North Pole 

The bone-numbing trek to the 
North Pole is riddled with enough 
perils to make a seasoned explorer 
quake: Frostbite threatens, polar 
bears loom and the ice is constantly 
shifting beneath frozen feet. 

But Barbara Hillary took it all 
in stride, completing the trek to 
the world’s northernmost point 
last month at the age of 75. She is 
one of the oldest people to reach 
the North Pole and is believed to 
be the first black woman on record 
to accomplish the feat. 

Hillary, of Averne, N.Y., grew up 
in Harlem and devoted herself to 
a nursing career and community 
activism. At 67 and during retire- 
ment, she battled lung cancer. Five 
years later, she went dog sledding 
in Quebec and photographed polar 
bears in Manitoba. 

Then she heard that a black 
woman had never made it to the 
North Pole. 

“I said. What’s wrong with this 
picture?”’ she said. “So, I sort of 
rolled into this, shall we say.”

In 1909, Matthew Henson made 
history as the first black man to 
reach the North Pole, though his 
accomplishment was not official- 
ly recognized for decades — it was 
overshadowed by the presence of his 
white colleague, Robert Peary. 

Ann Bancroft, a physical educa- 
tion teacher from Minnesota, was 
the North Pole’s first female visitor 
in 1986 as a member of the Steger 
Polar Expedition, which arrived 
unassisted in a re-creation of the 
1909 trip. Various scientific orga- 
nizations said no record exists of a 
black woman matching Bancroft’s 
feat, although such record-keeping 
is not perfect. 

“It’s not like there’s a guest book 
when you get up there and you sign 
it,” said Robert Russell, founder of 
Eagles Cry Adventures Inc.

ways, from 18 -day cross-country ski 
trips to simply being dropped off at 
the North Pole via helicopter. 

Hillary insisted on skiing. The 
only trouble was, she had never been 
on the slopes before. 

“It wasn’t a popular sport in Har- 
lem,” she quipped. 

Russell enrolled in cross-coun- 
try skiing lessons for the trip and 
hired a personal trainer, who finally 
determined she was physically fit 
for the voyage. 


While such expeditions serve 
as major accomplishments, some 
historians and Arctic experts criti- 
cize what they call an over-hyping of 
being the “first” to do something. 

“The same issue is in effect for 
the climbing of Mount Everest,” said 
Michael Robinson, a University of 
Hartford professor. “You see the 
first diabetic, the first blind per- 
son to climb Everest. I’d hate for 
there to be a constant emphasis on 
nationality and race and gender, or 


disability.” 

But for Hillary, the achievement 
extends beyond race. She hopes her 
journey will inspire hope in other 
cancer survivors. With her feet 
back on dry land in New York, she 
is already plotting a new adventure : 
that of a global -warming activist. 

“What if?” she said. “I’d like to 
go and lecture to different groups 
on what they can do on a grass- 
roots level [to fight global warm- 
ing].”

small portion of its profit to hunger 
relief and other charities. 

“I wanted to do good for peo- 
ple.

Bonahoom’s not alone — more 


small business owners are finding 
ways to achieve social good through 
their practices. 

“The entrepreneurs will say, ‘How 


can I solve this problem now and 
make money doing it?”’ said Byron

Even as a college student, 
Bonahoom said he was spending 
a lot of time “thinking about how we 
can transform capitalism into some- 
thing that can be an engine for good 
and not just creating waste.”

Spotlight: The James Webb 

Space Telescope 


Before it launches into outer 
space in 2013 to peer through 
interstellar dust and look back 
nearly 13 billion years at the 
formation of the first stars 
and galaxies, NASA’s James 
Webb Space Telescope (JWST) 
will have a brief landing here 
on earth — a replica, that is — 
on the National Mall from May 
10th to May 12th to be exact. 

The JWST model — sponsored 
by Northrop Grumman Space 
Technology — provides 
visitors with a better under- 
standing of the size, scale 
and complexity of this orbiting 
infrared observatory that will 
complement and extend the 
discoveries of the Hubble 
Space Telescope. It is a larger- 
than-life example of how public 
servants — like those at NASA 
— do vital, behind-the-scenes 
work that keeps our nation 
reaching for the stars. 

The JWST will be the premier 
observatory of the next 
decade, serving thousands of 
astronomers worldwide. It 


will examine every phase of 
cosmic history: from the first 
glows after the Big Bang to 
the formation and evolution 
of galaxies, stars, planets and 
our own solar system. 

The science goals for JWST 
are remarkably ambitious: 
identify the first bright objects 
that formed in the early 
Universe; determine how 
galaxies evolved to the present 
day; explore the birth and early 
development of stars and 
planets; and study the physical 
and chemical properties of 
solar systems. 

Constructed mainly of alumi- 
num and steel and weighing 
12,000 pounds, the JWST 
full-scale model is approx- 
imately 80 feet long, 40 feet 
wide (the size of a tennis 
court) and 40 feet tall. 

It’s fitting that Public Service 
Recognition Week marks the 
first time the model will be 
displayed to the general public, 
since it is named after a 


distinguished public servant, 
former NASA administrator 
James Webb, who ran the 
fledgling space agency during 
the Apollo era. 

The telescope is an inter- 
national collaboration between 
NASA, the European Space 
Agency, and the Canadian 
Space Agency. The NASA 
Goddard Space Flight Center 
is managing the develop- 
ment effort. The prime con- 
tractor is Northrop Grumman 
Space Technology. After it is 
launched in 2013 (succeed- 
ing the Hubble Telescope) 
the JWST will be operated by 
the Space Telescope Science 
Institute in Baltimore. 

Scientists will be on hand at 
the telescope model on the 
National Mall from Thursday 
to Saturday to answer ques- 
tions and talk about this 
incredible time machine. 
Catch an up-close glimpse 
before the real James Webb 
Space Telescope takes off for 
deep space.

ronmental protection, techno- 
logy, and monitoring of 
natural disasters.

Help for Fed Families 


The car could break down and a 
choice must be made; get it fixed to 
get to work, or pay the rent. It could 
be “make or break” money for college. 
Or it could be Hurricane Katrina or 
9/11. In all these cases, and so many 
others, there’s help for federal 
families: the Federal Employee 
Education & Assistance Fund (FEEA). 

The only organization devoted to 
helping civilian federal and postal 
employees, FEEA offers emergency 
no-interest loans up to $1000 to 
help employees who fall behind on 
basic living expenses due to unfore- 
seen circumstances. In addition, 
emergency grants are provided in the 
wake of disasters. FEEA’s Scholarship 
Program is a merit-based contest 
open to civilian Feds, spouses and 
college-age children. Awards range 
from $500-$2,500 for one year. 

Since 1986 FEEA has provided more 
than $6.5 million in scholarships and 
more than $5.5 million in emergency 


loans and grants, and they want to 
do more. “We’re the best kept secret 
in the federal government,” says 
FEEA’s Washington representative 
Robyn Kehoe.
